EXAMINER 'S COMMENT/REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. This office action is in response to amendment filed on 8/9/10. Claims 10, 11, 13, 17, 18, 
21-24 are now pending in the application. 

2. In view of the amendment and arguments, all previously set forth rejections are 
withdrawn. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. Claims 10, 11, 13, 17, 18, 21-24 are allowed. 

4. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
The instant claims are allowable over prior art to Messersmith et al. (US 

20030087338A1) and Aoshima et al. (US 6,972,167 B2). 

Aoshima et al. disclose a dispersion for use on printing plate comprising a polymer based 
on 3,4-dihydroxyphenyl groups. Messersmith et al. disclose a 3,4-dihydroxyphenyl alanine 
group-containing polymers. Neither art discloses a method of using the solution or dispersion as 
adhesive, sealant or impregnating composition under recited conditions or a method wherein the 
polymer containing 3,4-dihydroxyphenyl groups are obtained by free-radical addition 
polymerization. 
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Therefore, the instantly claimed invention is deemed allowable over closest prior art of 
record as per said art neither anticipating nor rendering obvious, alone or in combination, the 
instantly claimed invention.
